WIFE MS HER 


STORYJN COURT 


Oscar Lewis Would Not 


Provide for Her and 


His Child.. 


UP TO UPPER COURT 


Oscar Lewis is a barber whose wages 


go for drink in spite of the fact that he 
las a wife and a child four_ years old 
o support. He was In the city court 
oday and Judge J- Frank Mungovan is 
io anxious to make an example of 
some fellow of this sort that he sent 
ilm to the circuit court, from where he 
•an be sent to state's prison if the 
udge decides that he !s guilty of wife 
desertion. 


Mrs. Lewtg said that for months she 


has eked out a living on the pittance 
that he could spare from the saloons 
and that recently he abandoned her 
after she had forcibly held him up and 
taken $2 from his pocket, in doing 
which she entirely wrecked a dilapi- 
dated sort of shirt ot the kind usually 
worn by men who love drink too well. 


The wife did not deny that she Is 


quick tempered, but said that his utter 
disregard of his duty to her and his 
child had aggravated her and that 
when ho left her she borrowed a. dime 
to ride on the car to the Germania 
park stop and was compelled to walk 
from there five miles to the home of 
her parents and trundle a. baby car 
riage along with her. She said it took 
two hours to warm the baby up. as it 
was nearly frozen as a result of the 
experience. 


Lewis assumed the air of a martyr 


and tried to convince the court and the 
audience that he had been badly mis- 
treated, but the judge took that out of 
him when he told him that his money 
is used for drink: that h* has no ex- 
ruse for neglecting his family, and 
that he had done this very tiling In the 
face ot repeated warnings. 


The prisoner's mother asked to be 


allowed to testify and her evidence, 
given to aid the son, indicated that 
family interference, is largely responsi- 
ble for the trouble between Lewis and 
his wife. 
Judge Mungovan says he 


will use his best efforts to send at 
Ixast one man to state's prison for wife 
desertion and hopes, with the aid of 
the higher court, to break up the prac- 
tice.

A clear, healthy complexion is an 


impossibility for a woman who stays 
much indoors in winter, and I wish I 
could make my 
readers understand 


that the pores, as much as the lungs, 
need fresh air, and failure to give it 
will simply make them larger in their 
'effort to breathe. The fact of living In 
illy ventilated rooms is frequently the 
cause of large pores in the face. 


It stands to reason that for most 


persons it is impossible to be out as 
much in winter as in summer, so dul- 
ness of complexion in consequence can 
be obviated by having air within doors 
fresh. 


Fresh air not only must be coming in 


all the time, but there must be egress 
provided for that which is stale. A 
hygienically aired room has a window 
open a few inches at both top and bot- 
tom. That is, one sash is open at the 
top. the other sash is raised from the 
bottom. This does not mean a sweep- 
ing gale. Instead, there is to be only 
space enough to allow the air to change 
constantly, but slowly. 
To change it 


with any degree of swiftness in winter 
will keep a room chilly, and as cold 
dries the skin and gives it a leathery 
look, this must be avoided. 


In my opinion thick white veils made 


of Iceland wool are boons for the com- 
plexion, although I think they are high- 
ly injurious to the eyes. 
But 
the 


warmth the veil creates near the face 
prevents action of the wind, and I 
think a woman who wears one during 
the season will have prettier skin at 
the end of the winter than she who 
scorns such warmth. 


One woman who does not wish to use 


much cold cream on her face tried this 
treatment: 


On coming indoors, having been long 


in the cold, she rubs cream in the 
palms of both hands, and then washes 
her face with the grease as though it 
were water. This takes perhaps three 
minutes, during which time her face 
and throat are thoroughly covered. 


Then the grease Is washed off In 


warm water, and the finish given by 
wiping with rose water, which acts as 
an astringent. 


Certainly the routine agrees with 


her. for her skin is beautiful.

little housekeepers Is busy In a minia-

dishes nnd doing all 
the 
domestic 


things that are required ot them In rca 
life, only doing them with such zest 
—because they are part ot a. good time 
not part ot the drudgery of life.

colorless, dull sections

where the streets offer nothing to the 
child but a constant reminder of Its 
poverty and of Ihe sordldncss of Its 
lot. and where the homes have little 
to counteract this sense of desolation 
To havo a bright, warm, cheerful pine 
open: to feel that someone cares and 
Is waiting to make them happy, am 
that' the universe Is not all as cold ant 
forlorn as the street, means a whol' 
lot to th" children.

Missouri' Preacher 
Discovers 


Basis Y for Modern • Farming 


> Method*—Good Book Is Only

. There Is 'a Ulesourlan who has found 
• new use for the-Bible. His name Is 
!»lbfrt Sltton'and until recently he has 
4evoted his entire time to preaching 
tt» gospel to such sinners in Southern 
•ad Central Missouri as might fall un- 
der the Influence of the Baptist church. 
He has the time of "evangelist" and 
fell rough-and-ready wit his earnest- 
ness and compelling oratory havo made 
kirn famous throughout all the Ozark 
region. Not long ago ho made a radi- 
cal change in the style of his sermon. 
The "cost of living" had been echoed 
among the mountains and the poor 
showing of rural Missouri In the cen- 
sus of 1910 sot him to thinking. "If 
religion is any good, it ought to help 
the farmer In his battle for life." he 
•aid. "I tell my people that the Bible 
Is the only guide they need, and it's up 
to me to make good on this farming 
question." 


So the Baptist evangelist set to work 


to "search the Scriptures" with a new 


purpose in view. Then he sent word to 
the Immigration commission in St. 
Louis that he was prepared to do his 
part in the upbuilding of the state. 
Instead of preaching the doctrines of 
his sect In the hope of adding new 
members to the churches, he proposed 
that he make his circuit, preaching 
good farming to the men and women 
who were already within the fold. He 
went on to say that in all the libraries 
and aJl the flics of farm journals there 
was not another text book on farm- 
Ing, horticulture and stock raising to 
be compared with the Bible. Ho would 
teach the Intensely religious but piti- 
fully alipshod Missouri farmer that it 
Is his Christian duty to make the soil 
yiold all It can. Ho had the Bible for 
authority and he could cite passages 
of 
Scripture showing what the Al- 


mighty considered the proper meth- 
ods of farming, as they had been re- 
vealed to the chosen people. 


He hail heard the Ozark farmer ridi- 


cule the methods that aro now teing 
taught nt the college of agriculture In 
Columbia, nnd ho begins his sermon 
with the assertion. "There Is nothing 
taught in that »tnr» BChnnl thnt rlni-sn't 
go back to the Bible. Jlcn may hnve 
had to discover It all over again nnd 
dig It out by hard experience. l"it It's 
all there. In black and white, ready for 
any one who wants to know, nnd It's 
been there nil tho time. The trouble

This necessity for obeying, for put- 


ins the mind in a receptive attitude 
and accepting the^teachlngs that were 
given the ancients, occupies a large 
place In the sermon. 
The evangelist

good men. There was Abraham, who 
trusted 80 fully that he left his own 
country and went out to occupy a 
•wholly unknown land, just as the im- 
migrant is doing now when he re- 
sponds to the call to come and occupy 
the fertile acres of our sparsely popu- 
lated state. 
A note of warning is 


sounded when the native farmer is re- 
minded that when Abraham arrived In 
this new region to which God sent him 
"the Canaanite. was then In the land.' 
It was Abraham, the man who loved 
God. to .whom the Canaanite had to 
give place, just as the native Jllsaour- 
lan will havo to give place to the new- 
comer If he falls to apply himself to 
his task. The farmer has the option 
of being like Abraham or like 
the 


Canaanite. He can transform his worn- 
out farm Into a "new country" or he 
can lie driven out and hand the place 
over to Hie man who will make use of 
tho instruction that God has given him 
Tho man who follows the Instructions 
In this greatest text book on horticul- 
ture will prosper as Abraham did. 


In this wise the evangelist finds Bib- 


lical authority for all the modern agri- 
cultural movements, and the native 
Mlssourlan, who has been taught to 
accept everything In the Bible, is slow- 
ly but surely changing his attitude. It 
is only a question of time until he will 
change his methods also. He has been 
in the habit of regarding Solomon as a 
far-off dignitary with whom ho could 
not possibly havo anything In common 
But SItton tells him that any man who 
will follow in the footsteps of Solomon 
can be a "king in his own land," Solo- 
mon went into horse raising on a large 
scale, and the hilly pastures of 
the 


Ozarks arc ideal for the breeding of 
fine 
horses. 
Tho wise king 
also 


planted vineyards and 
orchards 
.In 


which he must be taken as an example 
If the Missouri farmer would prosper. 
He did one other thing which the na- 
tive farmer has overlooked—"He made 
pools to water the wood." Among all 
tho modern agricultural methods there 
is none that comes in for greater ridi- 
cule than this new idea of Irrigation 
Indeed, the ivliole idea of cultivating 
trees appears senseless. and irrational 
to tlie old-time farmer, pruning and 
spraying, plowing and fertilizing being 
regardety aa only a little less absurd 
than the new-fangled notion of. irri- 
gating. A tree, they declare, is a tree, 
and if it can't hustle for itself It ought 
to die. It is not like corn, that has to 
have rain anad cultivation. 


Cars of 'the Orchard*. 


Most .of the Missouri orchards are 


allowed to run wild, are grown up in 
grass and are the victims of all kinds 
of insect pests. 
To convince these 


hard-headed and stolidly religious Mis- 
sourlans that the cultivation of or- 
chards is ordered in the Bible is to set 
them at the task of caring for their 
own orchards. Here we find that Solo- 
mon'"made pools to water the wood." 
Then Sitton goes on to say that in 
Saline county there ia a wonderful 
peach ti'ee, the prize-winner at several 
great fruit shows, that grows Just be- 
low a pool. The farmer had the pool 
dug close to the roots of that tree for 
the purpose of watering the stock, not 
for the benefit of the tree; but the 
peach tree got the benefit none the 
less, and taught a valuable truth to the 
fruit grower. 


The farmer who looks askance upon 


the horticulturist who attacks the tree 
with his murderous pruning knife, is 
given ample Biblical authority f^r the 
practice. Christ said, "Every branch 
that beareth not fruit Is taken away." 
and he added. "Every branch that 
bed ret h fcuit, he purgeth it that it may 
bring fort1!! more fruit." Here we have 
lioth pruning and spraying. 
Another 


valuable suggestion that most farmers 
have overlooked follows this statement. 
It is this: "If a man abide not in me 
he is cast forth aa a. branch and is 
withered, and mvn gather them and 
cast thorn Into the fire, and they are 
burned." 
It is t,h-> burning 
of 
the 


pruned nff branches that is of greatest 
significanop. Only in recent years ha.ve 
even the scientific men begun to real- 
ize the danger of allowing decayed 
wood to He in the. orchard to infect tho 
healthy trees. Yet before the time of 
Christ it was the universal custom to 
out off all diseased or dead branches 
and burn them. Spraying for Insect 
pests was also universally practiced 
and was so' commonly accepted as a 
necessary part of fruit growing that It 
is referred to in the most, offhand man-

cloaks, persecuted, used

and in want. Elsewhere, many \imes 
Christ says that he who does not take 
up his cross, who does not renounce 
worldly advantage, he who is not ready 
o bear all the consequences of the 
commandement, "Resist riot evil," can- 
not become his disciple. 


He himself was ready to bear suf- 


fering and death rather than resist 
evil, and 'he reproved Peter for wish-1 
ing to avenge him, and* he died for- > 
bidding his followers to resist, nor did 
he make any modification in his doc- 
trine. All his early disciples observed 
this rule, and passed their lives in 
poverty and persecution and never 
rendered evil for evil. 


Christ must have meant what he 


said. 
We may declare the universal 


practice of such a rule is very dim- 
cult; we may deny that he who fol- 
lows it will find happiness; wo may 
say with unbelievers that it is stupid, 
that Christ was a dreamer, an idealist 
who propounded impracticable max- 
ims which his disciples followed out of 
sheer stupidity; but it is Impossible not 
to admit that Christ expressed in a 
manner ot once clear and precise what 
he wished to say—that is., thnt accord- 
Ing to his doctrine a man must not 
resist evil, and 
consequently, 
that 


whoever adopts his doctrine cannot re- 
sist evil. 
And yet. •'neither believers 


nor unbelievers will admit this simple 
and clear Interpretation of 
Christ's 


words.
